Borah and Small Group 
in Senate Opposed to 
Recognition of ‘Any of 
Wilson’s Promises.

Washington, August 23.—The first 
hostile word from congressional lead- 
ers on the Belgian debt settlement— 
the criticism from Senator Borah, of 
Idaho, chairman of the foreign rela- 
tions committee—will reflect rather in 
the coming negotiations with France 
than in endangering approval of the 
agreement reached with Belgium. 

Despite Borah’s objection to 
“moral” recognition of promises made 
Kelgium by President Wilson, it is be- 
lieved that congress will approve the 
settlement. Borah and other senate 
“irreconciliables,” a small but still ef- 
fective group, are opposed to recogniz- 
ing any promises made by Wilson in 
any way, and will offer opposition. 

Affects French Scttlement. 

The effect of Borah’s warning ery, 
however, will be rather upon a_ pos- 
sible French settlement than the Bel- 
gian settlement already made. ‘The 
effect will not be direct. France got 
no promises, nor did any of the other 
nations who sat about the peace table 
at Paris, except Belgium.  Borahi’s 
objection on this ground, then, does 
not apply to France. If France makes 
claims to special favors, they will be 
passed over politely. 

But the Idaho’ senator's sudden 
warning shows the watchful disposi- 
tion of leaders in congress toward 
debt settlements, and indicates that 
the funding agreement reached with 
France—if any is reached—will be 
closely studied in congress. 


Remember Borah’s Attitude. 

The American e¢ommission will 
gin negotiations with France, with 
Liorah’s attitude in mind. They re- 
nlize that too lenient terms for France 
would never be approved by congress. 
Torah’s word at this time comes sim- | 
ply asa reminder. It was not direct- 
ed at France at all, but will be effec- 
tive in that quarter. 

Senator Smoot, of Utah, senate 
member of the debt- faadine commission, 
will lead the defense of the Lelgian 
settlement when it comes up for ap- 
proval in that body. Smoot said aft- 
er the agreement was reached that his 
conscience would not alow him to 
overlook the plea made by Belgium 
on the strength of the promise of Wil- 
son. It is believed that a majority 
of the senate will share this view, 
though opposition is expected. Repre- 
sentative Burton, of Ohio, house mem- 
ber of the conimission, will lead the 
defense of the settlement there. 

May Cause Difficulty. 


Borah and his “irreconcilable” 


group may cause some difficulty by 
offering an amendment to the Bel- 
gian settlement, stating that congress 
does not concur in the recognition of | 
an “moral obligation’ because of the 
promise of Wilson. It does not ap- 
pear that the settlement will fail of 
ratification, however. 

As regards France, 
commission have said repeatedly and 
flatly that no distinction would be 
made in the pre-armistice and post- 
armistice debts of that country, as in 
the case of Belgium, but that her ob- 
ligations would be treated as a lump 
sum, as in the fBritish settlement. 
They have emphasized also that 
France received no promises that 
could be brought forward at this time. 

Paris Hints “Engagements.” 

There have been intimations from | 
Paris that France would ask that | 
weight be given to certain “pagase-| 
ments” of Wilson during the peace 
conference, on a par with the promises 
the Belgium received. Borah’s warn- 
ing about the Belgian settlement in- 
dicated how these will be taken.

FIRE CONVERTS 
DIOMAL SWAMP 
INT CAULDRON 


Roaring Blaze in Virginia 
Forest Believed To Have 
Started From Explosion 
of “Moonshine” Still. 


FIRE IS BURNING .- 
ON 4-MILE FRONT 


150 Men Valiantly But 
-Vainly Battling Blaze. 
Millions of Feet of Tim- 
ber Are Menaced. 


August 23.—(#)—'The 
Dismal swamp tonight was roaring, 


seething furnace along a_four-mile 
front, eight miles from Suffolk, with 


a force of 150 men valiantly, but 
vainly fighting the most disastrous 
forest conflagration in th:s section for 
years. A “moonshine” stil] near Sun- 
ray is blamed as the canse of the 
fire. 

Unless the wind dies down com- 
pletely tonight, or eagerly awaited 
rain appears, millions of feet of val- 
uable timber owned by the Camp 
Manufacturing company, the Revver 
Lumber company, and other interests 
face destruction. So far, by super- 
human efforts, the fire has been con- 
fined to the short underbrush, but ea 
freshening of the wind 1s all that is 
needed to cause it to jump the man- 
made gaps impeding its progress to- 
wards the “big trees.” 

Burns on Four-Mile Front. 

The fire just now is centered on a 
four-mile front around tne 14th, 15th 
and 16th mile posts of the Norfolk and 
Western railroad, according to Forest 
Warden Atkinson, who returned to 
Suffolk tonight. 

The scene is one that defies de- 
scription, according to Warden At- 
kinson. A dense pall of smoke, miles 
long, hangs over the des»ate stretch 
of woods. In some parts flames shoot 
high in the air. The crackling of the 
flames and the falling of timber com- 
bine into a dull roar that makes hear- 
ing difficult for the little band of 
fire fighters, busily engaged in. dig- + 
ging trenches and utilizing other de- 
vices in an effort to head off the fire. 
It is difficult to breathe. The men 
are smoke blackened, some of them 
burned badly about the hands and 
face, with clothing scorched and 
singed, but withal sticking heroically 
to their tasks. 

Two Groups Fighting. 

Two separate groups of fire fighters 
are on the scene. The Camp Manu- 
facturing company has all its avail- 
able men mobilized. The Norfolk and 
Western railroad has sent another 
force skied in fighting forest fires. 
Tomorrow there will probably be re- 
The Virginia Railway 
and Power company has offered to 
give all the help possible. The offer 
will probably be accepted. 

So far, the fire has not stopped 
Norfolk and Western trains, which 
run for many miles through the un- 
| tenanted wastes of the swamp. The

DEITY OF CHRIS

Macon Congregation 
Gives Answer to De- 
posed Teacher on Ques- 
tion of ‘Baptist Liberty.’ 


Macon, Ga., August 23.—In reply 
to the latest letter of Dr. Henry Fox, 
deposed Mercer professor, in which 
he demanded of the church that it 
state whether or not the individual 
member of the Baptist church was 
sole judge of his doctrinal views, the 
congregation of the Tattnall Square 
Baptist church tonight sent- him a 
letter stating that the member was 
not entitled to that privilege if it 
means the denial of the deity of 
Christ, which the church holds to be 
the basis for the whole question. _ 

The letter, as adopted by the mem- 
bers of the church tonight, intimated 
that the church held that the biolo- 
gist’s belief or non-belief in the deity 
of Christ was the real issue at hand. 
Dr. Fox has not answered the church’s 
questions’ in regard to his views on 
this and other questions. The letter 
of tonight showed that the church 
had no knowledge of Dr. Fox's be- 
liefs other than hearsay. 

Unequivocal No. 

The letter declared that the church 
accepted the principle of Christian 
liberty, but denied that it could be 
so construed as to permit the denial of 
the deity of Christ. It said that if 
this was what the biologist meant by 
Baptist liberty their answer was “an 
unequivocal no.” 

In case Dr. Fox should wish to ap- 
pear in person: and show why he 
should not be taken from the church 
rells, he will be permitted to do so 
at the earliest date suitable to him, 


the letter stated. 

. “Phe anxiety of the church<to-¢ 
this matter was expressed along wit 
the request that if Dr. Fox wished to 
withdraw from the church voluntarily, 
he should notify them at once. 

| The letter of tonight was an answer 
{to a communication received from Dr. 
!Fox during the past week, in whith 
the deposed Mercer biolvgist said he 
stood ready to withdraw from the 
church provided the Tattnall Square 
| deacons and congregation went on 
lrecord as denying the right of an 
individual Baptist to be the sole judge 
of the soundness of his doctrinal 
views 

The former Mercer professor. ap- 
plied to the church in May for a regu- 
lar form letter of dismissal from its 
membership. The request was den‘ed. 
Since then a thick moi! battle has 
ensued between the professor and his 
church. Questions have been de- 
manded of Dr. Fox by the church and 
he in turn has requested answers to 
| his questions to them. 

Adopted Unanimously. 

The letter was rend by. H. D. 
Chapman, chureh clerk, and adopted 
by the members without a dissenting 
vote. It was prepared hy a committee 
| from the board of deacons of the 
church and also adopted by that board 
| before its submission to the members 
of the congregation. 

The controversy arose when Dr. 
| Fox several months ago was deposed 
as professor of biology at Mercer for 
teaching the theory of evelution.

Seven Egyptians 
Hang for Murder 
Of British Sirdar 


Criminals Who Slew Gov- 
ernor General of Sudan 
Are Executed at Inter- 
vals of Forty Minutes. | 


PRISONER ADMITS 
HE MURDERED 35 


Other Six Egyptians 


Either Profess Inno-} 


cence or Affect Non- 
chalance Toward Fate. 


Cairo, August 23.—Seven men were 
led from their cells and executed at 
intervals of 40 minutes Sunday. Their 
crime was the murder of Sic Lee 
Stack, governor-general of the Sudan 
and sirdar of the Egyptian army. 
Stack was shot down sveeral months 
ago as he sat in his automobile. 

Premier Za¥hloul Pasha resigned 
and Egypt paid heavy indemnity and 
otherwise atoned as a resulc of the 
crime, 

More than four hours were required 
for the execution of the penalty pre- 
scribed by the court that heard the 
trials of the seven Egyptians. 

Confesses Murdering 35. 

Abdel Hamid Enayat, the first 
handcuffed murderer, was led from 
his cell at 7 a. m. to the scaffold 
situated at the end of a sp&Acious room. 
Standing shackled, he listened to the 
reading of the death sentence and 
then was invited to reply to it in the 
hearing of the acting governor of the 
Cairo police, prison officials and three 
newspapermen, who were the only 
spectators. 

Enayat heard his doom to the end 
and then confessed to murdering 35 
Englishmen. 

The next to march ‘toward the scaf- 
fold was Dr. Shafik Mansour, who 
had to be carried from his cell be- 
cause he refused to do anything ex- 
cept fight. Despite his pinions, he ex- 
erted his strength, finally bursting the 
leather thongs with which his haiads 
had been bound. 

Hanged Day Ahead. 

Calm ‘protesthtions “of ‘innocence or}: 
cynical, contemptuous  nonchalance 
marked the last moments of. the re- 
maining five. They were Abraham 
Mouss. Aly Ibrahim Mohammed, Mah- 
moud Rashid, Mahmoud Ismail and 
Raghl Hassan. 

It had been announced that the 
hangings would occur Monday. Not 
even the relatives of the condemned 
men were informed of the deception, 
which was adopted to forestall the 
gathering of a crowd. 

Sir Lee Stack’s murder shook the em- 
pire. It followed upon fruitless win- 
ter negotiations between the premiers 


of England and Egypt, who sought to 


find an Anglo-Egyptian solution of 
their mutual problems that would 
Satisfy England without offending 
Egyptwin nationalism. 

Ziwar Pasha, who the Egyptian na- 
tionalists characterized as an English 
rubber stamp, took over the premier. 
ship after the murder, and complied 
with all the British demands for repa- 
rations. 


GEMS DISCOVERED

Leningrad, Russia, August 23.—(#) 
In a house formerly ‘occupied by the 
tailor to the czar, whose uame is Lid- 
val, and who now carries on a bank- 
ing business in Paris, a large quantity 
of gold and silver articles set with 
precious stones and diamonds 
been discovered. 

One jewel box was found to von- 
tain 47 gold articles of elaborate 
workmanship, and a numver of finest 
blue diamonds, weighing 338 carats. 
There also was a great number of gold 
enamelled cigarette cases, snuff boxes. 
rings and tie pins. 

The present occupants ef the house 


had not the slightest idea of the treas- 
ure, which had been deposited in a 

wall safe since the beginning of the 
revolution. It was only when the 
tenants committee of the house decided 
to use the safe for storing books and 
papers that the treasure was dis-

TAX REFORMATION 
DEFEAT FEATURES 
CLOSING SESSIONS 


State Commissions on W. 
& A. Property and on 
Atlanta Viaducts Will 
Be Named This Week. 


With adjournment of the legislature 
at 3:55 -o’clock Sunday morning, all 
hope of tax reformation in Geor- 
gia for the next two years was lost, 
since the assembly will not hold an- 
other regular session until 1927. 

Governor Walker’s plan included 
proposals to pass _ constitutional 
amendments to empower the state to 
levy a classification tax on intangible 
properties, and an income tax. The 
governor also advocated a big bond 
issue to take care of the educational 
needs of the state. 

Program Is Defeated. 

The bond issue was defeated sev- 
eral days ago, the income tax proposal 
was finally lost largely through fail- 
ure of its supporters to agree on any 
one bill, and the classification tax lost 
out when an agreement was reached 
on the appropriation bill, and ad- 
journment came, just when an extra 
session appeared extremely likely. 
Had the extra session been called 
Governor Walker would have insist- 
ed upen tax reform, it is stated. The 
only change made was the repeal of 
the state inheritance tax, the loss of 
revenue resulting being met by the 
fact that the state will now be al- 
lowed one-fourth of the sum collected 
by the federal government from that 
source. =e

general assembly will be wound up 
this week by a number of officials 
and members of committees who are 
nuthorized to remain over for seven 
days.

Last Week of Working 
Contract Opens With 
Both Sides Apparently 
Hopelessly Estranged. 


Philadelphia, August 23.—(P)— 
Both anthracite operators and miners 
today were apparently proceeding 
with their original plans for whatever 
situation is to develop in the coal 
fields after September 1, while citi- 
zens’ committees appealed in vain for 
pledges assuring peace. 

The last week in the life of the 
present working contract opens to- 
morrow with both sides seemingly 
hopelessly estranged. No single con- 
tact, direct or indirect, remains be- 
tween the mine owners and the men. 

Operators say flatly any renewal of 
the contract on its expiration August 
21 must provide against increase in 
“production costs” by so much as a 
cent, while, as for granting the mens 
plea for the check-off, the owners eall 
that “impossible.” 

The miners call this a “blanket re- 
fusal,” spelling wholegale rejection of 
all their terms, and they take the 
etand that until the owners sho. 
scme yielding even negotiations are 
useless. a & 

Neither group at present indicates 
the slightest sign of compromise. 

If John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers of America. 
calls for a suspension of mining in the 
hard coal fields of northeastern Venn- 
sylvania when the present wage con- 
tract expires on August 31, his order 
will affect a host of men. State esti- 
«mates for 1924 placed the number of 
employees at® 162,503, the largest 
since 1915. , 

The union, itself, for convenience, 
uses an approximate figure of 158,- 
000 today and of these about 10,000 
“maintenance men” probably would 
be left in the mines by. mutual agree- 
ment with the operators.

President Wilson’s cabinet, and a firm 
friend of the Great Commoner. The 
Record says: 

“Mr. Bryan will be remembered. 
without any formal reminder of his 
achievements, for his influence upon 
the lives of his fellow citizens; for 
his long ardent and untiring defense 
of the rights of the common people 
against the encroachments of privi- 
lege; for his vigorous promulgation of 
the society precept finally embodied in 
the eighteenth amendment; for his 
earnest advocacy of peace and for his 
militant stand, at the climax of a life 
fraught with critical moments, in be- 
half of Christianity, as he interpreted 
it, against what he conceived to be 
the attacks of science. 

Was Great American. 

“These things will be recalled, we 
say, long after his errors have been 
forgotten. -The beneficent influence 
of the man, his earnestness of purpose, 
his miraculous sway over some mil- 
lions of his fellow eitizens, are some 
facts that must be recognized even by 
those who do not agree with his polit- 
ical or social theories or entertain 
his religions convictions. He was a 
great American.

Dying in the senate when it failed 
to receive the necessary constitutional 
majority vote for passage, the classifi- 
cation tax bill failed in the last- 
minute jam early Sunday morning.

To- 
tal bank deposits increased 233 per 
cent between 1910 and 1923.

Says Germany’s president: 


“T am much gratified to hear that 
American business men are taking 
such a deep interest in the conditions 
of present-day Germany. The social 
confusion resulting from the outcome 
of the war, and post-war conditions 
which have prevailed for several years 
now seems definitely to have given 
way to a readjustment of social life 
along stable lines. I am firmly con- 
vinced that this stabilization of eco- 
nomic and social conditions will con- 
tinue to improve in Germany as peace- 
ful conditions are restored among the 
peoples of Europe. I, for my part, 
am determined to do my utmost to- 
ward such restoration and preserva- 
tion of peace.”

After all the Georgia general as- 
sembly ran fairly true to form.

On the whole the 1925 record is 
not~.an especially proud one, viewed 
from the peculiar economic situation 
that prevails today— : : 

And from Georgia’s position in 
comparison with sister states in meet- 
ing the new and obvious opportunities. 

Much important local legislation 
was enacted. Much constructive state- 
wide legislation. was enacted. Better 
still, much dangerons legislation pro- 
posed was killed— 

But the great outstanding, appeal- 
ing, burning problems of state that 
touch the hearthstones of every home 
in Georgia—sad to relate—remain just 
where they stood before the assembly 
convened. 

The swinging pendulum of proposed 
tax reforms is still swinging. 

Though the stability of a taxation 
system is imperative, as investments 
seek stable and firm foundations, the 
assembly left the problem of revision 
where it found it. 

An acceptable system could have 
been perfected had the senate and 
house shown a proper spirit of coop- 
eration and coordination. 

The jamming of such a great and 
important problem into the. whirlpool 
of distorted temperament that char- 
acterizes the final hours of a session 
is almost inexcusable.

Somebody has said that the finest 
dairy cattle are not or cannot be bred 
in Georgia. Perish the thought and 
let me give you an illustration in 
Gemsie Girl, No. 139,280, a 2-year- 
old Guernsey heifer belonging to Judge 
John 8. Candler’s Mileybright herd. 

Gemsie Girl began her official test 
at the age of 2 years 1 month and 29 
days. In 238 days she has produced 
7,948.7 pounds of milk (923.6 gallons) 
containing 359.92 pounds of butter fat 
(412.9 ‘pounds of butter.) 

An interesting fact is brought out 
here in connection with the question 
often asked, “How can I afford to 
pay high prices for milch cows?’ The 
923.6 gallons of milk from this heifer 
for the first eight months of her lac- 
tation period has actually been sold 
for $738.80. This is an average of a 
little more than $3.10 a day, and it 
has never cost more than 56 cents a 
day to feed her.

PRINTERS INHALE IT, TOO. 


Clippings of the story of the girl 
who turned blue from nitrobenzene 
poisoning, which she suffered because 


had been dyed with shoe lish in 
which nitrobenzene was a solvent, are 
still coming in from folks who be- 
lieve all they read in the papers. Ac- 
cording to this now somewhat shop- 
worn newspaper yarn, the victim. ef 
the nitrobenzene “absorbed the poisen 
through the unbroken skin of hér 
feet.” That is just what I have been 
reiterating can't happen, and readers 
who mail me the clipping extend their | 
sympathy and condolence over my ut- 
The explanation that 
the poison is absorbed through the 
skin would be interesting if true, but 
like a good many other things one 
reads in the papers it isn’t interest- 


ing. The nitrobenzene is very volatile, 
and if any of it is absorbed into the! 
system at all it is absorbed through ! 
the lungs. The same fact applies to! 
various other kinds of poisoning 
which are still popularly attributed 
to absorption through the unbroken 
skin and still explained in that way 
by physicians who do uot care much 
about physiology. I have not yet sum- 
moned sufficient courage to question 
or deny the accuracy of the experi- 
ments of Professor Louis H. Kahlen- 
berg, who reported recent that he 
had been able to prove that boric acid 
can be absorbed through the unbroken 
skin, but I do assert most positively 
that up to the time of Professor 
Kahlenberg’s report we had no sclen- 
tific evidence that any medicament, 
poison, food, water or other sub- 
stance is ever absorbed through the 
unbroken vkin, and I challenge any- 
body who entertains the contrary be- 
lief to produce such evidence. 

Lead poisoning in painters, print- 
ers and various other craftsmen has 
often been attributed to absorption of 
the lead through the skin, but no good 
authority now holds such a view. The 
lead is absorbed either in a volatile 
state, as in the fumes from molten 
metal or as dust in the air inhaled 
or it is directly ingested. Persons 
employed in any of the scores of 
trades in which lead or lead com- 
pounds are used should be partic- 
ularly careful to avoid eating lead 
unnecessarily, either with their chew- 
ing tobacco, gum, candy, lunch or 
from their unclean fingers. Even 
when the industrial laws or regula- 
tions do not offer protection to the 
workers, 1t should be the rule: never 
to eat in the shop or work room, and 


having carefully washed the hands. 
Probably the majority of cases of 
industrial or occupational lead poison- 
ing are due to the inhalation of 


volatilized lead from fumes given oft | 


by the molten metal.

The war in Africa is drawing to 
an end for the time being. Abd-El- 
Krim’s warriors are tiring of the bat- 
tle and begin to surrender in their 
thousands. Envoys from that sultan 
are in Paris, though they have no 
credentials nor money te pay for hotel 
bills and food. Other emissaries are 
known to be in Fez, the holy city, 
though all the French secret service 
men and the army of officials cannot 
discover where they are staying, nor 
who is their host. The bazaars are 
buzzing with excitement. White-robed 
sheiks are rubbing elbows with French 
officers in their gold-braid kepis and 
horizon blue tniforms, rumors are 
flying thick and fast, the coffee houses 
are seething with intrigue and peace 
talk, the end is drawing near. Who 
will have won? The French’ with 
their overwhelming numbers, for in 
this particular war the 75s were not 
the dreaded monsters they were in the 
great war. Sharpshooting took the 
place of artillery duels. Sut while 
Abd-El-Krim seems to have expended 


his greatest efforts a few weeks ago,+ 


the French receive constant reinforce- 
ments and:+new material. Abd-El- 
Krim may have captured large stores 
from the Spanish, but war eats up 
supplies in a remarkably short period. 
And so the redoubtable warrior 1s 
being forced back upon his mountain 
strongholds. He may continue a 
guerrilla campaign from here, dash- 
ing into the fertile valleys occasional- 
ly and thus embitter the French 
against him, something that he has 
avoided so far, or he may throw him- 
self on the mercy of Premier Painleve. 
It is not likely that he will surrender 
in person to Marshal Lyautey. Abd- 
El-Krim knows full well that there is 
more hope for life and liberty by ap- 
pealing to a civilian with strong pa- 
cifist leanings than to a mililarist, 
whose calling must necessarily make 
him more callous and stern.

When in the heat 
of the first days of the revolution, the 
mobs wanted to pull down the gor- 
geous statues in the squares of great 
Russian, cities, Lunacharsky’s efforts 
with the iconoclasts prevailed to spare 
them for future generations. It is 
reported that he never slept and was 
so agitated that later he fell ill during 
the transfer of the contents of the 
Hermitage museum at Petrograd at 
the approach of the Germans in 1918. 
He did not rest until he had personal- 
ly made certain that not a canvas 
had been damaged and not a vase

These anticipations have created a 
bearish undertone, but bearish activity 
has been dampened by the extremely 
hot and dry weather which has pre- 
vailed all over the belt during the 
week and private and official reports 
of deterioration due to insect pests, 
shedding and the like. 

Disposition to buy has been dis- 
couraged by the large movement of the 
new crop to market and indications 
that the crop is early in practically 
every section of the belt. Even hedge 
selling, commonly expected to furnish 
au abundance of contracts during the 
early part of the season, was lacking | 
until the latter part of the week.
